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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 6 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1-3 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kato et al. (US 2003/0063230). 

4. Regarding claim 1, Kato discloses an LCD device (see figures 12 and 13, for 
instance) comprising: a back light assembly ([0054]) that generates a first light to 
transform the first light into a second light having modulated optical characteristics; a 
receiving container (10) having sidewalls and a bottom face, the bottom face including a 
plurality of sockets (17) depressed below the bottom face for fixing the liquid crystal 
display device (10a) to an external member, the sockets (17) each having different 
diameters including a smaller diameter entrance portion; a bottom pan (20) having tabs 
for embracing the sidewalls of the receiving container (10) and a plurality of projecting 
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plugs (27) each having a substantially curved shaped portion receivable into the sockets 
(17). Claim 1 is therefore unpatentable. 

5. Regarding claim 2, Kato discloses the liquid crystal display device of claim 1 (see 
figures 12 and 13, for instance), wherein the sockets (17) each have a diameter 
corresponding to a width of the curved shape portion of the projecting plugs (27). Claim 
2 is therefore unpatentable. 

6. Regarding claim 3, Kato discloses the liquid crystal display device of claim 1 (see 
figures 12 and 13, for instance), wherein the sockets (17) are formed at corners of the 
bottom face of the receiving container (10). Claim 3 is therefore unpatentable. 

7. Regarding claim 6, Kato discloses the display apparatus of claim 5 (see figures 
12 and 13, for instance), wherein the sockets (17) each have curved shape 
corresponding to the curved shape portion of the projecting plugs (27).
